Based on the information provided by SHA, the property, located on Synders Landing Road in
the Sharpsburg vicinity, appears to meet the National Register Criteria A and C. The
~broperty includes a large late 19th century brick farmhouse with Victorian detailing and a
stached brick summer kitchen and a number of agricultural outbuildings. The house and
outbuildings retain their integrity. The house is significant as an excellent example of a
vernacular Victorian farmhouse belonging to a prosperous Washington County farmer. The
farmstead is also eligible under Criterion A in association with the agricultural history of
the County in the latter part of the 19th century. While the house postdates the Civil War,
the farmstead contributes to the cultural landscape of the Antietam area.
